Unflagging eflbrt can overcome some difficulties, but the 


fact remains that the demand for -transportation exceeds the 
available facitities and equipment. The roads still have before 
mem. the .task, of catching op with the growth of the country 
which has gone ahead; white the railroads—financially and physi- 
cafly—for fifteen yean have been almost stationary. 


The answer depends on public recognition of the raHroacb 


as fundamental and planning in advance for the heavy needs of 
the future. Investment in ratiroad securities by the public gener- 
ally, and -particmarly by manufacturers and shippers as a safe- 
guard to theii'uwn transportation requirements, wdi make possible 
an abvc]uat9.w6V4lopment program for the years to come.
